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THE SYWAIM COURTMARTIAL. 


A Recess of One Week Taken in Order to 
Let Swaim Prepare for the Worst, 
Wasuincton, November '24.—Upon the 
opening of the Swaim courtmartial this morn- 
ing General Grosvenor, of counsel for 
the defense, asked the court to take a recess 
from Wednesday of this week until Saturday. 
lie said that he was obliged to go to Ohio to 
attend the trial of some important suits before 
the civil courts at his home, and that if this 
court did not grant the indulgence asked for, 
he would be compelled to absent himselftem- 
porarily from thiscase. He also said that im 
view of the developments Since the hearing of 
this case began, it would be necessary for the 
defenee to ask for a delay of some time in the 
near future, in order to perfect their case, and 
perhaps it would be as well te ask for that de- 
lay now belore the court proceeded to the tak- 
ing of testimony. He added that the de- 
ferse were making no factious opposition 
tothe progress of this cate, although public 
ag bad, he said, intimated that they were, 
ut that it was necessary that this delay 
should be had now. The jndge advocate an- 
nounced his willingness to agree to a recess if 
it were taken now before the taking of testi- 
mony began, and if counsel for the defense 
would give the court an assurance that the 
case would be allowed to go on peremptorily on 
Monday next. He said that upon such an as- 
surance he would ask fora recess until next 
Monday, but he would object to the going on 
now and interrupting the examination of the 
witnesses on Wednesdhy by arecess. Counsel 
for the defense agreed to this proposition, and 
assured the court that unless something now 
unforeseen should occur, they would ask 
no further delay. The court then 
took Q vote on the question 
of acceding to the request of the counsel, and 
agreed totake a recess until Monday. Gener- 
al Giosvenor then made a statement to the 
court, to the effect that his client was now un- 
der arrest and not allowed to leave the district 
of Columbia, and that the defense deemed it 
absolutely essential to their case, that he 
should he allowed to go to New York for a 
few days. He, therefore, asked the court if it 
were within their power to so modity the or- 
der of arrest as to permit of General Swaim’s 
going to New York. The president of the 
court said that he would submit the report to 
the secretary of war, with his approval. The 
court then took a recess until Monday next.

SUCCEED’HIMSELF. 

A Patriotic Speech, Outlining the Work ‘Before the 
Democrstic Party—A Feerful Railroad Acci- 
Gent—Bpeech by Basil} Dukedjto the 
Mortgomery Greys and Friends. 


Montcomery, Ala., November 24.—{ Special. ] 
Senator Pugh was renominated in the legisla- 
tive caucus to-night for re-election tothe Unit- 
ed States senate. In a speech before the 
caucus Mr.Pugh, referring to the part borne by 
southern democrats in the late election, said: 

This grand result, thus consummated, has 
placed the democratic party, and especially the 
white people of the south, in a position of the 
gravest responsibility.

I know the 
white people of the scuth are capable of self gov- 
ernment. L know they are keenly sensible of their 
public duties and of their obligations to discharge 
them. with prudence, wisdom and fidelity, and our 
brethren atthe north may rest assured that we 
willdo nothing to cause them to regret that they 
bave trusted us as allies in the common cause of 
sccuring reform and honest government—a reform 
that will make officcholding a public trust for pub- 
lic objects, and nota personal holding for private 
gain—a reform that will lessen the cost of judicial 
aud executive administration, that will reduce the 
burden of teriff taxation down to the economical 
standard of honest government—a reform that will 
lessen the expense and correct the abuses of col- 
lecting the internal revenue—a reform that will 
prevent the unequal operation of existing tariff 
laws by the wise adjustment of duties on imports 
in their rate,and application produces no more 
revenne than is need for honest government, and 
encourage no freer _ trade in taxadle 
im ports than can be carried on 
legitimateley. Under the public burdea 
ofsuch revenue duties, the exisiting tariff laws 
must be revised for the sole purpose of preventing 
6 ubnecessary and og gt ag of revenue, 
end to cerrect inequalities without affecting un- 
justly and injuriously any American industry.

in Which Several Persens Were Killed aud 
Wounded. 

Montcomery, Ala.. November 24.—A_ col- 
lision between the north bound passenger and 
the south bound freight train, at Perdido, on 
the Mobile and Montgomery division of the 
Louisville and Nashville, is reported, The 
engineer of the passenger train, James Duty, 
was burned to death. Tony. McRae, a negro 
fireman, had both legs cut off, andthe mail 
messenger was both hurt and burned. The 
passengers, the baggage master.and the ex- 
press messenger escaped unhurt. The ex- 
press and mail car, with their contents and 
the second-class coach, were destroyed by fire’ 
Nobody was hurt on the freight train, but the 
engine and some of the ears were damaged. 


The Latest From the Wreck. 

Monreomwery, Ala., November 24.—[Special. | 
The best particulars of the accident this morn- 
ing on the Mobile and Montgomery railroad 
thatcan be gathered to-night are as follows: 
The freinht train, No. 13, was waiting on the 
side track at Pordido, 38 miles from Mobile, 
for the passenger train No. 2 to pass, and by 
pure carelessness left the switch open. 
The passenger. train No, 2, north 
bound, came along, running very fast, at 
2:45, and running into the open swich, struck 
the engine of the freight train. Both engine, 
tender, postal, mail, baggage and second-class 
assenger cars were wrecked and completely 
Conued, James Duffy, engineer, and a passen- 
ger named Teak, were burned to death, and 
only a few charred bones of their remains 
could be found.. Duffy was an excellent man: 
left a wife and three children in this 
city. Morgan Asher, engineer of the 
freight train, was badly injured. 
Ilis arm was broken and will have to be am- 
putated. Dawson, the fireman of the freight, 
was badly hurt. His leg will have to be am- 
utated. Toney McRae, colored fireman, had 

is leg injured, requiring amputation. A. G. 
Gooch, mail agent, was badly scalded, but will 
recover. Frank Howell, Pullman car conduc- 
tor, was slightly injured. The 
wounded are cared for by the 
company. Some were carried to 
Mobile. Gooch and McRae were brought 
here. The track was sir ge cleared. The 
warehouse, depot, tank and platform at Per- 
dido tock fire from the wreck and were com- 
pletely destroyed. The loss is very heavy, 
including much baggage and 3,500 barrels of 
resin. Conductor Keeler, of the passenger, 
and Plumb, of the Pullman, assisted by F. V. 
Simonds, of New York, and Thorne, of Louis- 
ville, did heroic work in rescuing the passen- 
gers from the Pullman cars. The passengers 
describe the accident as tearful and thrilling. 
The burning of the cars and the depot occurred 
with almoat incredible rapidity.

FREIGHT RESPONSIBILITIES. 


The Legality of a Preliminary Shipping Con- 
tract Upheld, 

Wasutnetox, November 24.—-A decision was 
rendered in the supreme court to-day, in the 
ease of Lawrence Hart, plaintiff in error, 
against the Pennsylvania railroad company, 
which presents the question of the liability of 
common carriers forthe full amounts of the 
actual loss of property by accident in ita 
hands, when the bill for lading for such prop- 
erty signed by the shipper, limits the com- 
pany’s lability toa sum much below the real 
value. The following is a statement of the 
ease with the opinion of the court: The 
plaintiffin error, Hart, shipped five horses 
and other propertv in one car by the 
Pennsylvania railroad under a bill of jading 
signed by him, which stated that the horses 
were to be transported upon the following 
terms and conditions, which are admitted and 
aceepled by me as just and reasonable, first 
to pay the freight thereon (at a rate specified) 
on the condition that the carrier assumes the 
liability on the stock to the extent of the fol- 
lowing agreed valuations: The horses or 
mules not exceeding $200 cach. If chartered 
car on stock and contents in same $1,200 for 
the cer load, but noecarrier shall be liable for 
the acts ofthe animalsthemselves. * + 
Nor for loss or damage arising from the con- 
dition of the animals themselves, which 
risks being beyond the control of the 
company, are hereby assumed by the owners 
and the carrier is released theretrom.” By 
the negligence of the railroad company or its 
servants one of the horses was killed and the 
ethers were injured, and other property was 
lost. In the suit to recover damages it ap- 
peared that the horses were race horses, and 
the plaintiff offered to show the value based 
on their record, amounting to over $25,000, 
[he testimony was excluded, and he hada 
verdict for $1,200. “This court holds: Ist. 
That the evidence was not admissible, and 
the valuation and limitation of liabiiity in the 
bil of lading were justand reasonable and bind- 
ing on the plaintiff. 2d. That terms of the limi- 
tation were lost through negligence: and 3d. 
That when a contract of the kind 
signed by this shipper is — fair- 
ly made, agrecing on a valuation 
of property, cafried with the rate freight based 
om the condition that the carrier assumes the 
ibility only tethe extent of theagreed val- 
uation, even in case.ofloss or damage by the 
negligence of the carrier, the contract will be 
upbeid as a proper and lawful mode of secur- 
ing the due proportion between the amount 
for which the carrier may be responsibie and 
the freighthe receives,and of protectlng himself 
egeinst «extravagant and fanatical valuations. 
Toe judgment of cireuit court is affirmed.

The Iren Furnaces of the South in Blast 
Again.

THE WORLD ABROAD. 


LIMITING ENGLAND’S AFRICAN 
ASPIRATIONS. 


The Congo Conference Adverseljto England’s In- 
terests—The Riots of the Spanish Students— 
Pillege on the Abysinian Frontier-—-The 
Redistribution Bill Compromise. 

Beriix, Novembeér 24.—It is stated that ex- 
perts hold the opinion that England has no 
claim to the Bonny, Benne and upper Niger 
rivers, and that she can lay claim only to the 
real mouth of the Niger. Itis semi-offlicially 
stated that France has concluded two conven- 
tions with the African international associa- 
ton, one defining the Congo territories, the 
oher acknowledging the association formally 
by treaty. At Friday’s meeting of the com- 
mittee of the Congo conference, the Italian 
delegate proposed an addition to the draft of 
declarations proposed by Germany, to the 
effect that the powers should contribute for 
the protection of all missionaries, travelers 
and savants who visit the region under dis- 
cussion. 

Ear! Granville, secretary of state for foreign 
allairs, is in constant communication with Sir 
Edmond Malat, English delegate at the Congo 
conference. The situation is unpleasant. Sir 
Edmond Malat, in the conference opposed the 
appointment of a commission of inquiry upon 
England’s claim to the Niger river, and the 
nomination of Baron De Caureil, French del- 
egate, as president of the commission is a 
marked evidence of the hostile combination 
against English claims. 


The French Incendiaries. 

Paris, November 24.—The radical newapa- 
pers accuse the government of angering the 
crowd on Sunday by the needless display of 
police snd military force. The organizers of 
the meeting are determined to make a demon- 
stiation next Sunday, when emeutes are ex- 
} ected. 

At the public demonstration here yesterday 
many workipgmen and socialists who spoke 
advocated the massacre and robbery of the 
rich, Two of the speakers 
who advocated moderation were kicked 
into the street. The shopkeepers 
in the vicinity of the meeting closed their 
places{fearing violence and pillage. The po- 
lice were unable to disperse the assemblage, 
and were obliged to call on the military for aid. 
The Jatier continues to occupy the streets. 

The meeting held here yesterday, at which 
violent speeches against the rich were made, 
were of employed men. Five thousand were 
in attendance. It was held at Salle levis. It 
was resolved to hold another outdoor meeting. 
As the men left the hall they sang the “Mar- 
seilles’’ and the “Carmagnole.”’ The police 
interfered and a scuffle ensued. Some police- 
men and a commissary of poliee were wound- 
ed. Thirty persons were arrested. 


The French in Formosa. 

Ilion Kone, November 24.—It is asserted 
here that the reports of victories by the French 
in the Island of Formosa are fabrications, and 
that the French sueccessers in Tonquin are 
greatly overrated. The invaders of the Ton- 
quin are making no _ progress. ‘Their 
operations are at’ a standstill, and they are 
confined tothe delta of the Red river. In 
Formotathe French have no .foothol! excep! 
at the harbor of Keelung. The Chinese are 


now assuming the offensive in both Tonquin 


and Formosa. If the French are to continue 
their course of taking reprisals, they will re- 
quire reinforcements to the number of 15,000 
in Tonquin, and 10,000 in Formosa. An ex- 
pedition against Pekin direct would be cheaper 


ior France as respects both the number of 


men and amount of money that would be 


required. 
The Rebellious Spanish Students, 

Maprip, November 24.—The conflict be- 
tween the authorities and students of the 
university grows daily more serious. Hun- 
dreds of arrests have been made, in effecting 
which large numbers of people have been 
wounded, including several members of the 
police force. The government has 
appointed a new ultra montone 
rector to suceeed the Sagasta grector, who re- 
signed last week. The military precautions 
that have been adopted cause the streets to 
resemble a city in a state of siege. The press 
retaliates with extreme violence upon the 
prosecutions of the liberal and republican pa- 
pers. 

The majority of the persons who were ar- 
rested in the recent riots arising from tlhe ac- 
tion of the students, have been released. A 
force of police has been stationed in the pre- 
cincts of the university. A majority of the 
professors have refused to deliver any lecture 
under such conditions, and the students re- 
fuse to attend the lectures. There is great ag- 
itation also in the ‘provincial universities. 
The police have paid domiciliary visits to the 
houses of several republicans. Several more 
democratic newspapers are to be prosecuted. 

Movements of the Chinese Fleet, 

Suaxcuat, November 24.—The Chinese fleet 
is making preparations to leave here tor For- 
mosa. It is believed here that in order to 
effect a settlement of the Franco-Chinese diffi- 
culty the French demand of China the 
strict execution of the Tientsen treaty, the oc- 
cupation of Keelung and Tamsui by the 
French for five years, and an apology from 
the Chinese government for the Lang Sou 
affair. The Chinese declare that the trouble 
at Lang Sou was altogether the fault of the 
French, and they utterly refuse the terms, be- 
lieving that if France is allowed to hold For- 
moega tor five years she will find some excuse 
for the permanent occupation of that island. 


The Cholera in France. 

Parts, November 24.—The sanitary com- 
mission has ceased to hold daily sessions. 
The cholera epidemic is considered at an 
end. 

There were nineteen deaths from cholera in 
Psris yesterday. in the twelve hours ending 
at noon to-day, there were only three deaths. 
The publication of bulletins have been aban- 
doned. 

At Oran during the forty-eight hours end- 
ing this evening there were eleven deaths by 
cholera. 


The Troops at Doasagola. 

DoncoLa, November 24.—CGeneral Wolsely’s 
troops are arriving here quite rapidly. Colonel 
Stewart bas gone to select a site for a camp 
20 miles south ot this place. 

A dispatch from; Dongola states that the Brit- 
ish troops are advancing rapidly though many 
boats have been injured.5

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THE PANAMA PLAGUE. 


The Death Rate Ameung the People—Labor- 
ers Crowded Together, 

Panama, November 24.—The sanitary con- 
dition of Colon and other towns and villages 
on the isthmus is horrible in the extreme. 
The heavy rains, combined with the filthy 
habits of the people, and the lack of directing 
or governing power in such matters, have 
tended to produce general unhealthiness, and 


a heavy death rate, especially in Colon. The 
interments in Mount ope cemetery, 
(Monkey Hill,) tor the month 
of October were 109, including 
persons from Colon with its various hospitals; 
the new French town of Christoph Colomb, 
avi the Jamaican town of Monkey Hill. The 
population of the places named is about half 
that of Panama, where the mertality did not 
materially exceed the above figures. The 
statistics of mortality cannot be fully trusted 
bere, but it appears evident that the 
rate last month owas as heavy & 
one as the Isthmus ever witnessed. 
Men of all classes, kinds, conditions, colors 
and creeds are swarming here from every di- 
rection. They go to work. There is no accom- 
modation obtainable except of the most inferior 
sort, and they swarm in houses closer than 
bees in hives, and with utter want of cleanli- 
ness. There is no epidemic, and cases of 
yellow fever are few and far between, but there 
is at present ahigher rate of mortality in Co- 
lon than occurs in the most tropical cities, and 
this is due to over crowding and ignorance. 


IGLESIAS IN PERU. 


The Vain Effort to Bring Order Out of 
Chaos—A Brutal Chieftain, 


Panama, November 24 —The Peruvian ad- 
vices state that General Iglesias continues the 
arduous task of reorganizing the republic. In 
his effort to do so bs hes given employment to 
many who were only recently in arms against 
him. Operations egainst the Monteneros are 
being actively prosecuted, both in the north 
and the south. The central districts are en- 
tirely pacified. The ferocious and sanguinary 
disposition of Cacares is acquiring a deeper 
hue every day. His execution of up- 
wards of twenty of poor ig- 
norant Indians he had forced into 
service, who demanded payment, threw the 
gloom of terror over Arecquipa. The port of 
Mollendo is still closed. Nicaraguan advices 
state that a number of individuals have been 
exiled and several fined who were conspiring 
against the government. 

The Anglo-Chilian tribunal, now sitting in 
Chili to pass upon the claim of the British 
subjects for losses sustained during war, is 
rendering itself notorious. It has rejected 
almost every claim presented, and has se 
astounded the foreigners of all n»‘.onalities 
possessing like claims, that they save aeld 
meetings in Lima, and have taken combined 
action in order to abolish the diflerent con- 
ventions, and have an independent court of 
arbitration | appointed. The various 
decisions which have been reacne 
have been outrageously opposed to Britiahim. 
terests. In some of these decisions the repre= * 
sentatives of the English government Ray6é ac-— 
quiesced, butin many others their adverse” 
vote has been overruled, and the interest they - 
represent are sacrificed by the will of the ma- 
jority. It is asserted that British interests are 
not well represented, and that the Chilians are 
jubilant over the constant failure to obtain 
equitable awards for losses clearly proven. 
The American claims will share the same fate,. 
and it remains to be seen if John Bull aad 
Brother Jonathan will quietly acquiesce in 
the. despoilment of their people on the west 
coast.

Paris, November 24.—A dispatch from Mas- 
sowah to the Republique Francaise describes 
the district which the hnglish admirai, Hew- 
itt, ceded to King John, of Abyssinia, as @ 
scene of pillege, fire and massacre. The 
tribes throughout this province have re- 
volted and destroyed the tobacco plantations 
owned by the merchants of Massowah, and 
have plundered the caravans coming to Kerin. 
The foreign traders in Massowah have been 
ruined, and are uniting in appealing to their 
respective governments to insist upon their in- 
demnification by the English government.

Paris, November 24.—In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, the debate upon the Tonquin 
cridits began. M. Lockroy, radical, opened 
the debate with an attack upon the govern- 
ment and generally criticised its colonial poli- 
ey.

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A NATIONAL TRAIL. 

We bave national banks and a great 
many other national institutions, some with- 
inthe constitution and some without it: 
and agreaf many other national projects 
bave been proposed, but never natil the 
cattlemen metat St. Louis last week, -had 
there been a demand for National Trail. 
The cattlemen in convention assembled 
upanimousiy demand the opening of a safe 
and cheap route from vhe extensive breeding 
grounds of the south to the extensive matur- 
ing grounds of the great northwest, and 
they express the belief that this can only be 
accomplished by the establishment of “a 
national stock trailover which stock can be 
driven.’ They ask congress to open, estab- 
lish and maintain such a trail, “beginning at 
rome point on Red river and extending 
thence in a north or northwest direction to 
the north line of the United States.” ‘There 
was a good deaiof discussion over the route 
of the proposed trail. One delegate wished 
the convention to ask congress toappropriate 
and set aparta belt six miles wide, begin- 
ning at the initial monument on Red river, 
in Texas, rnnning thence north upon the 
100th meridian line to the northeast corner of 
Texas; thence west by north to the north. 
west corner of Kansas; thence north along 
102nd meridian lineto the northern boun- 
dary ofthe United States—to be usedas a 
national highway and cattle trail for the 
benetit of all citizens of these United States, 
All the plans subdgtantially favor a 
close conformity to the 100th. meridian, 
ti all — the | Ben | Tcemes 
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discussing a local. proposition, instead of a 
highway over the heart of the continent. 
The intention is, however, to connect Texas 
with the fattening pastures of Montana 
and the adjacent territories, by 
means of a wide trail that will 
admit of the slow movement ofcattle in or- 
dor that they may become acclimated as they 
proceed. The cattlemen claim that the 
question addresses itself not only to the pro- 
ducing portion of the commuuity, 
but also toconsumers in every part 
of the union.
